“Black  Book” 
“Trapped” 
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What’s  wrong  with  college 


I have  never  attended  an  educational  conference,  I have 
never  done  a treatise  on  the  "philosophy  of  education,  nor  have  I 
ever  conducted  a college  lecture.  As  a critic  of  our  higher  education, 

I have  the  unique  position  of  a student,  and  though  such  a capacity 
may  not  qualify  what  I might  say,  I would  like  to  tender  it  as  one 
student’s  opinion. 

1.  There  are  not  enough  good  teachers. 

No  matter  how  well  informed  he  may  be,  a teacher  who  is  beset 
by  two  hundred  pupils  a day  and  who  lacks  in  salesmanship  capacity 
is  all  but  ineffective,  even  as  a text  book  supplement.  A large  per- 
centage of  college  teachers  not  only  lack  the  time  to  deal  properly 
with  their  students,  but  they  are  unable  to  communicate  in  a recept- 
ive manner  what  they  do  know.  It  seems  that  the  capacity  to 
teach  is  taken  for  granted  in  their  pedagogic  preparation. 

* 2.  There  are  not  enough  good  students. 

Four  years  of  prolonged  adolescence  appears  in  many  cases 
to  be  the  intent  and  the  only  qualification  being  a provident  family 
economy;  and  unprepared  for  any  maturing  influences,  they  revel 
in  a diversity  of  hodgepodge,  losing  themeselves  in  the  confusion 
of  prescribed  courses,  social  life,  and  semi-professional  athletics. 

3.  We  are  still  victims  of  an  antequated  system  of  rewards 
and  punishments. 

The  extraneous  motivation  of  tests,  grades,  awards,  and  dip 
lomas  places  wrongly  the  accent  upon  social  estimation  instead  of 
self-estimation.  Rather  than  utilizing  a system  whereby  the  stud- 
ent is  motivated  through  interest  and  appeal,  which  granted  is  much 
more  difficult,  he  is  coaxed  and  wheedled  by  a series  of  false  values. 

4.  Most  college  training  prepares  one  only  for  further 
academic  pursuits  and  not  for  practical  life. 

There  is  not  enough  correlation  between  education  and  the  life 
one  will  have  to  face  outside  of  college.  By  separating  education 
from  practical  life  society  has  inculcated  the  vicious  belief  that  ed- 
ucation is  one  thing  and  life  another. 

5.  There  is  a tendency  to  specialize  in  training  without 
an  adequate  background  of  general  information. 

A bachelor’s  degree  in  such  a course  as  mathmatics  guarantees 
a knowledge  of  little  else  but  mathmatics.  A facility  in  a single 
capacity  amidst  general  ignorance  is  not  significant  of  an  educated 
man. 

6*  In  an  age  of  suposed  civil  liberties  college  procedures 
are  frequently  examples  of  rigid  autocracy. 

The  teacher-centered  class,  in  which  the  ideas  and  egos  of 
the  teachers  are  the  only  ones  expressed,  whether  first  or  second 
hand,  may  be  the  most  expedient  method  in  the  eyes  of  a deficient 
instructor.  But  such  dogmatic  direction  will  never  produce  strong 
mature  citizens. 

7.  The  overcrowded  institution  uses  assembly  line  tech- 
niques as  if  the  student  were  an  inanimate  machine. 

Like  an  automobile  in  the  making,  the  student  of  today  is 
pushed  through  a series  of  processes  with  little  regard  for  individual 
differences  or  a receptive  integration  of  material. 

8.  In  guiding  and  grading,  the  teachers  yardstick  is  still 
primarily  one  of  personal  estimate. 

The  personal  factors  of  similar  interests,  student  response  to 
teacher’s  personality,  and  beneral  impressions  or  attitudes  are  in 
many  cases  the  principal  criteria  for  judging  the  student.  It  is 
common  knowledge  that  to  major  in  certain  courses  is  to  guarantee 
a priority  for  higher  grades  in  those  classes. 

9.  The  popular  estimate  of  a college  comes  in  terms  of  the 
quality  of  its  football  or  basketball  team. 

Either  inter-college  sports  should  be  placed  on  a strictly  non- 
commercial basis  or  they  should  be  eliminated  from  the  list  of  college 
activities.  Many  students  are  uncertain  whether  their  attachment 
to  a school  centers  around  the  successes  of  their  football  team  or 
their  intellectual  asso  cation. 

10.  Maturity  is  not  the  result  of  an  immature  estimate. 

A faculty  which  considers  and  deals  with  the  student  body  as 

an  immature  group  will  never  foster  a mature  one.  In  order  to 
encourage  adult  behavior,  teachers  must  relinquish  some  of  their 
guarded  responsibility  and  concede  to  the  students  a measure  of  self- 
guidance and  self-discipline. 

The  writer  does  not  claim  to  be  free  from  guilt  in  the  above 
indictments,  nor  does  he  direct  any  of  them  upon  specific  parties 
of  past  or  present  association.  Aware  of  the  over-simplification,  he 
is  cognizant  of  many  of  the  underlying  factors  which  produce  and 
perpetuate  the  undesirable  situations. 

The  optimistic  purpose  of  this  criticism  is  to  stimulate  and 
maintain  a consciousness  of  the  inadequacies  confronting  our  coll- 
eges of  today,  in  hopes  that  such  discontent  may  in  time  foster  some 
degree  of  improvement.  One  may  pride  in  higher  education  and 
still  decry  its  failures.

Wye’s  ‘blue  pencil’  blues  . . . 

Just  recently,  a publication  under  the  guise  of  a literary  mag- 
azine and  known  more  particularly  as  the  Wye,  made  a belated 
appearance  on  the  campus.  However,  all  ends  would  have  been  serv- 
ed if  it  never  appeared — at  least  under  the  present  editor  and  his 
associate  blue  pencilers  who  act  as  executer  and  executrixs  over  the 
literary  estates  of  aspiring  BYU  writers. 

On  page  four,  the  editor  and  his  associates  have  published  an 
open  letter  which  unmistakably  is  an  apology  for  lack  of  acceptable 
material  befitting  a university  qurterly.  Then  in  the  succeeding 
lines  (he)  shouts  the  cry  of  the  herd  by  announcing  that  neither 
learned  nor  obtuse  writing”  is  desired. 

What  revealing  pronouncement,  especially  from  a graduate 
English  major  in  the  capacity  of  literary  editor. 

Actually  what  our  friend  inferred  is  that  the  imaginative  efforts, 
the  experimental  forms,  the  avant  garde  departures,  or  anyone  with 
something  new  to  say,  his  or  her  material  is  not  acceptable  material 
for  publication.  I do  not  argue  a case  for  the  classicist  or  the  modern- 
ist but  only  for  new  voices,  new  expression,  new  refinement  of 
experiences  that  a college  student  is  subjected  to  in  his  daily  life.  Of 
course  the  Wye  is  not  a proving  ground,  its  a composite  of  the  BYU’s 
best  junior  high  school  efforts.  To  express  oneself  in  a contemporary 
idiom  that  might  be  opposed  to  the  fools  of  our  day — those  of  prudery 
and  prejudice,  Philistinism  and  Pulpism,  popular  faddism  and 
popular  ignorance — one  is  assigned  that  noble  proving  ground,  the 
editors  wastebasket.  So,  that  all  inclusive  giver  and  taker  of  life,  the 
Editor,  provides  a suitable  resting  place  for  the  tortured  soul  of 
the  writer. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  impart  a few  suggestions  for  im- 
proving the  quality  and  quanity  of  future  issues  of  the  Wye.  Firstly, 
allow  a wider  content  of  material  irrespective  of  its  blue  ribbon 
potenialities.  Give  the  writer  the  liberties  to  express  himself  without 
heed  to  the  corner  drugstore  coterie  and  clientele.  Leave  the  pro- 
essorial  eunuchs  of  the  English  Department  to  their  mental  con- 
fines if  they  do  so  desire  and  cultivate,  encourage,  and  give  the 
young  writers  a chance  to  pasture  in  the  sunny  fields  of  the 
printed  page.  _

Turnabout-students  grade  teachers  . . 


Over  the  years  the  student  councils  of  American  universities 
have  contented  themselves  mainly  with  the  extracurricular  lives  of 
their  institutions.  Educational  programs  have  been  left  up  to  the 
faculties,  the  result  being  that  the  students  were  woefully  ignorant 
of  the  educational  and  administrative  ends.  The  United  States  Nat- 
ional Student  SAssociation,  among  other  organizations,  is  urging 
student  leaders  to  take  a more  active  part  in  strengthening  the 
educational  program. 

One  of  the  suggestions  advanced  by  the  NS  A is  that  the  students 
take  the  initiative  in  having  an  evaluation  of  the  teaching  done  on 
the  campus.  A large  number  of  colleges,  among  them  Cornell  and 
Syracuse,  have  instigated  such  a rating  system.  The  experience  of 
these  colleges  is  believed  to  justify  a widespread  use  of  the  device. 

According  to  the  suggestion  the  instructor  would  be  judged  in 
many  categories.  Presumably  a few  of  these  would  be  knowledge 
of  subject,  lecture  ability,  general  attitude,  personality  projection, 
and  humor.

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Veterans  assured  of  insurance 
payments  beginning  Jan.  1 6 

Insurance  payments  to  veterans  will  be  distributed  at 
the  rate  of  200,000  checks  per  day  beginning  Jan.  16,  accord- 
ing to  information  released  by  the  local  VA  office. 

Payments  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  last  three 
figures  of  the  veteran’s  registration  numbers  001  will  be  first 
to  be  paid  and  numbers  999  last.  With  14,000  veterans  reg- 
istered for  the  benefits,  the  process  of  distribution  will  take 
approximately  14  weeks. 

Payments  will  include  the  benefits  from  the  time  the 
vets  entered  the  service  until  their  anniversary  date  in  1948. 
Additional  checks  will  be  issued  from  time  to  time  during  the 
next  few  years. 

Any  veteran  who  hasn’t  registered  for  the  payments 
may  do  so  at  any  time. 

During  the  early  years  of  the  War,  insurance  claims  were 
paid  from  tax  money  instead  of  premiums.  As  a result  the 
payments  accumulated  until  now  all  veterans  will  probably 
receive  around  70  to  75  per  cent  of  all  money  they  paid.

War  prisoners  are  elegible  for 
confinement  benefit  payments 


Opportunity  is  knocking- again 
for  some  veterans.  Information 
released  by  the  local  veteran  ad- 
ministration office  is  that  com- 
pensation payments  are  being 
made  to  any  member  of  the  arm- 
ed forces  who  was  held  « prison- 
er by  an  enemy  government  after 
Dec.  7,  1941. 

Such  compensation  is  payable 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day 
for  each  day  of  confinement  in 
which  the  enemy  failed  to  furn- 
ish the  quantity  and  quality  of 
food  required  by  the  terms  of  the 
Geneva  Convention. 

To  some  ex-prisoners-of-war 
this  clause  in  the  War  Commerce 


Act  could  amount  to  as  much  as 
a one  thousand  dollar  cash  bene- 
fit. 

All  veterans  who  think  they  are 
eligible  for  this  benefit  should 
file  applications.  Survivors  of  the 
deceased  prisoners  of  war  are  also 
eligible. 

Application  can  be  made  at  the 
Veterans  Administration  Office, 
37  East  Center  St.,  Provo,  or  by 
phoning  number  2087  and  re- 
questing an  application. 

For  any  additional  information 
veterans  should  contact  Otis  L. 
Burton,  contact  representative  for 
the  local  VA.

Before  we  turn  to  the  job  of  picking  some  of  the  outstanding 
basketball  games  this  winter  we  would  like  to  join  many  other 
sportswriters  in  voicing  our  opinion  on  the  miserable  “two  minute” 
rule  that  has  plagued  basketball  and  caused  so  much  controversy 
this  season. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  rule,  according,  to  the  authors,  was  to 
cut  down  fouling  during  the  last  two  minutes  by  having  the  team 
fouled  retain  the  ball  after  the  foul  shot.  In  reality  all  it  does  is 
cut  the  length  of  the  game  to  thirty-eight  minutes  with  the  team 
that’s  leading  going  into  the  last  two  minutes  the  winner.  , 

What  the  men  who  like  to  mess  up  the  game  with  rule 
changes  don't  know  is  that  is  tough  enough  to  break  up  a 
freeze  successfully  without  this  rule.  Many  teams  that  for- 
merly finished  with  a scoring  rush  don’t  even  finish  now. 

This  writer  has  had  the  privilege  of  watching  a couple 
of  college  douhleheaders  over  the  holidays.  One  of  the 
four  games  was  the  Utah-St.  Joseph’s  affair  in  Philly  in 
which  St.  Joe  won,  69-68.  Now  the  Utes  had  superior  man- 
power, were  rallying,  and  might  have  had  enough  to  pull 
through,  but  we’ll  never  know.  In  two  of  the  other  games 
the  rallying  team  was  also  cut  short  by  this  game-wrecking 
rule. 

A good  trick  would  be  to  find  someone  who  favors  it.  Coaches 
hate  it,  players  hate  it,  and  the  fans,  well,  we’d  rather  not  say. 

Fortunately  many  coaches  have  banded  together  and  outlawed 
it  in  some  games.  The  Big  Ten  Conference  has  decided  not  to 
abide  by  the  rule  at  all  this  season.  If  you  think  the  rule  itself  is 
bad,  get  this:  the  Pacific  Coast  Conference  altered  the  rule  supposed- 
ly to  make  it  more  tolerable.  They  use  the  same  procedure  in  shoot- 
ing the  foul  with  the  fouled  team  keeping  the  ball,  but,  the  clock  is 
not  stopped  at  any  time  during  the  last  two  minutes. 

We  can’t  skip  by  this  controversy  without  offering  a 
couple  of  suggestions.  First,  use  the  intentional  foul  rule 
that  is  already  in  the  books,  giving  a player  two  shots  when 
fouled  intentionally  at  any  time  during  the  game.  Second, 
-why  not  try  the  experiment  of  the  pros  by  requiring  the 
foul  shot  to  be  attempted,  and  if  made,  having  a jump  ball 
between  the  offender  and  the  man  fouled  at  the  foul  line. 

Without  a doubt  the  rule  will  be  dropped  after  this 
season  but  we  shudder  at  the  thought  of  spending  even  one 
season  with  it.  Let’s  hope  the  Skyline  Six  drops  the  rule  but 
if  they  don’t,  get  ready  for  a frustrating  hoop  season. 

Before  the  basketball  progresses  any  further  along  let’s  take  a 
quick  check  on  the  better  teams  in  each  section  of  the  country. 

As  in  past  years,  Holy  Cross  is  the  only  outstanding  team  in 
the  New  England  States. 

The  Middle  Atlantic  section  has  the  most  numerous  array  of 
top  notch  teams.  This  line-up  includes  such  teams  as  Niagara,  St. 
John’s,  City  College  of  New  York,  Villanova,  La  Salle,  and  the 
most  impressive  to  date,  Long  Island  University. 

In  the  Southeast  it  appears  that  Kentucky  is  still  the 
team  to  beat  with  Tulane  and  North  Carolina  State  close 
behind. 

In  the  Midwest  it  looks  to  us  like  Bowling  Green,  Beloit 
and  Indiana  in  that  order.  Despite  a disastrous  road  trip 
east.  Bowling  Green  still  looks  tops. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  area,  highly  touted  a month  ago, 
got  off  to  a shaky  start  with  Colorado  pacing  the  section. 
Second  place  goes  to  Wyoming,  (overrated,  we  hope),  with 
Brigham  Young  third. 

UCLA  has  been  the  big  surprise  on  the  West  Coast  this  season 
and  thus  far  has  earned  the  top  spot  over  San  Francisco.  Santa 
Clara  also  deserves  a look  in  the  Pacific  Coast  scramble. 

With  the  intersectional  games  over  for  the  most  part,  and  confer- 
ence play  beginning,  it  should  become  easier  to  get  a line  on  the 
real  hardwood  leaders.

Three  fives  tie 
for  loop  lead 

All  six  of  the  Skyline  Six 
schools  saw  action  last  week- 
end, and  when  all  the  scores  were 
in,  there  was  a three-way  tie  be- 
tween two  the  pre-season  favor- 
ites and  a dark  horse.
